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SUBJECT: Cancellation of Warsaw Meeting £f—t

1. We assume that by suggesting discussion of new meeting 
date between Embassy liaison officers June 20, Chinese 
Indicating that once US units withdrawn from Cambodia, Chinese 
prepared proceed with bilateral meetings. This approach 
represents costless political Chinese "escalatory" reaction 
to Cambodian events, suggests to US and other foreign 
audiences that US cannot attempt dialogue — or improvement 
: of relations — with Chinese under "threat" of expanding 
conflict in Indochina, but holds open bait of renewed 
contacts when current situation relieved, 
2« If meetings still being held in Polish Palace, Chinese 
might have met with us and issued polemical blast. No 
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purpose in ouch action in privato meeting if Peking wiskes 
keep open channel for dialogue with OS* On other hand, 
if Peking anticipated serious worsening of situation, they 
might have felt it necessary meet in order convey some direct 
sense of warning or concern in private. £ctual Chinese move, 
therefore, probably should be seen as tactical psywar move 
rather than abrupt change in Chicom policy on dialogue with 
US. 

3. Believe US public reaction should be to reject Chinese 
allegation, indicate belief that timing of cancellation two 
days before meeting and after US troops already beginning 
pull back from Cambodia makes clear that Chinese move 
designed simply for propaganda effect. Hope we will indicate 
we regret Chinese action which obviously cannot contribute 

in any way to relaxation of tensions in area. 

4. On question of next meeting date, believe Snbassy liaison 
officer should inform Chinese here that since they have 
cancelled this meeting, we will wait for them to propose 
another date. We would indicate that if Chinese fiXX wish 

to make such proposal on June 20, we will be glad to receive 

their suggestion and give it our consideration. If asked by 

press about date for next meeting, believe Department should 
it 

make/clear up to Chinese to make proposal but we, of course, 
prepared to continue meetings.
